Now York, 
vs. Haivcy II Wis,, 412 , whc-rc tho court 
held tbat "A statute which imposes a 
penalty for doing an act, except as pre- 
scribed, amounts to a prohibition to do 
tho act otherwise, and a contract for its 
performance is void," Thi court—Paine, 
J, says: "The sole question,therefore, 
presented in the case is, as to tho eJIeet 
of such non-compliance upon tho con- 
tract. * * It was cluimeiby tho plmnt- 
iff in error that inasmuch as tho statute 
does not say that any policy issued, or 
note taken m violation of its provisions, 
should be void, that therefore they should 
not bo so held; and that tbo only effect 
of the law would bo to render tho agent 
liable to prosecution for violating it. 
But wo do not see how tbis position can 
bo sustained, in view o! tLo well cKtub- 
lished rule of law, that a contract mude 
in violation of a statute is void, and that 
tLo courts will never lend aid to its en- 
forcement. It is not necessary that tho 
law should expressly say that a contract 
in violation of it should be void.
